Claims 1-25 and 28-52 meet ttm criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2H3) , because die prior art does not teach or faidy suggest a 
pharmaceutical formulatiQn con^rised of an c^ioid antagonist sabstrate \^iierein the substrate is coated wltiti a diffiision barrier 
coatiiig comprised of an anionic polymer. The substrate is further coated to have stabilizing effective amo u n t s of a dual coding 
conqirised of the diCltoion barrier coating and a hydrophobic material such that the hydrophotnc matoial in combinatian with the 
anionic polymer enables controlled release and sequestration of the opioid antagonist
